el in third class carriages, but now for 
the most part they are transported in 
baggage wagons which have been fit- 
ted up for them. These wagons are 
furnished with stoves and berths, and 
they are well ventilated. Each soldier 
is fully supplied with blankets. 
The 


morale of the troops is excellent. They 
all appear to be delighted aud proud 
of the chance to participate in the first 
engagements. They do not take their 
meals in the wagons. They cat at the 
railroad stations, where refectories 
have been established. 
In this way 


they get better food, and they have 
plenty of time to walk about after 
each meal, because the administration 
has taken measures to enable the men 
to have eight hours' rest on laud ev- 
ery dny.

Into Native Life and Cn«tom». 


A new departure in Burmese litera- 


ture, in the form of a publication of a 
Burmese novel, has been welcomed in 
Burma, says a correspondent of the 
Lahore Tribune. 
To every one fa- 


miliar with the literature of the Bur- 
mese — and, unhappily, they are not 
many—there is no doubt that this de- 
parture will be welcomed as a relief 
from the tedious tales printed in pon- 
derous volumes and written in conven- 
tional style. 


An educated Burman well known in 


Rangoon has had the happy idea of 
writing the novel somewhat on the 
lines of those issued daily by publish- 
ers in other countries. The task was 
one beset with many difficulties, the 
first aud greatest of these being the 
language itself, for its flexibility in ex- 
pressing new ideas makes it, we are 
told, a very unwieldy instrument in 
the hands of even the most accom- 
plished scholar. 
The cause of this 


stiffness is to be found in the evolution 
of Burmese literature. 


The first Burmese novel which intro- 


duces this new departure from conven- 
tional Hterature, and surprised and 
even astonished Burmese readers, has 
appeared in serial form in the Friend 
of Burma and will shortly be publish- 
ed in book form with illustrations. The 
story is entitled "Maung Gin Manug 
Ma Maydo Vatthu." It is interesting, 
we are assured, not only as to its plot, 
but as giving much valuable insight 
into Burmese family life and into the 
customs and practices of the Burmese 
people. Burmese life is painted, not 
as seen through European glasses, but 
from within by one who had lived and 
Is living in it.

Such fra- 


grant roses as the old fashioned dam- 
ask are best, but all roses contain some 
essential oil. Then in a large bowl of 
glass or china place a layer of petals, 
then one of pure fine salt, lightly 
sprinkled. Set it, well covered, in a 
dry, shady place, and add to it day by 
day all the petals that can be secured. 
Stir up the roses before adding a new 
layer, and so continue until the blos- 
soms have disappeared, or long enough 
to make at least two weeks from the 
first gathering. By this time the roses 
will be "cured" and -will appear moist 
—wet perhaps if they were not per- 
fectly dry when plucked.
